mand of the group of armies 
on the Somme in 1916 was re- 
vealed yesterday by M. Pain- 
leve, premier at the time. 

“There is no ground,” he 
said, “for asserting Foch was 
dismissed as the result of political 
intriguing. If Admiral Lacaze, 
temporarily war minister, signed 
the dismissa! order after long re- 
sistance, it was solely on formal 
and repeated demands from 
Marshal Joffre. 

“Marshal Foch was sent in dis- 
grace to preside over a mitnor 
military staff at the Senlis Col- 
lege and supported this annihila- 
tion of his military career with 
great dignity. The violent oppo- 
sition to him had come chiefly 
from the freshly victorious Ver- 
dun officers and had manifested 
itself against Foch’s conduct of 
the Somme battle. 

“Even his host of characteris- 
tic traits no longer pleased,” says 
M. Painleve. “He was stated to 
be obscure and Incoherent in giv- 
ing orders. Details were given of 
a grave disease from which he 
suffered, which impaired his 
logic and lucidity.”’ 

The first thing Georges Clem- 
enceau did on becoming Premier 
was to rescue Foch from ob- 
livion, make him chief of staff 
and later generalissimo. Today 
as a result of the peace confer- 
ence the two are bitter enemies.

Americans’ Defictency. 

“Professors at Oxford University 
say of the American Rhodes scholars 
who attended the English school that 
they have been taught nothing pre- 
cisely Thev lack accuracy. They 
are deficient in scholarship in a wide 
sense They seldom settle down to 
a lone spell of steady work. These 
are actual quotations. 

“In order to prepare our students 
to shoulder the great burdens the 
world is waiting to put upon their 
shoulders. we must teach them four 
things—and teach them thorough- 
ly The first of these is accuracy. 
Accuracy is precision, efficiency. 
freedom from errors; it is the shar- 
pened tool with which a man can cut 
his way through the tangle of social!

IMMEDIATE TRIAL 


Member of Legislature, In- 
dicted for Third Degree 
Forgery on Two Counts, 
Released on Bond of $3000 


FALSIFICATION OF 
EXPENSES ALLEGED 


Charges Result of Statements | 
Made to Attorney-General 
by Two Deputy Beverage 
Inspectors. 


Edward G. Davidson of 3007 Eas- 
ton avenue, a member of the Legis- | 


| lature, said this morning he was 


ready for immediate trial on two in- 
dictments charging third degree for- 
gery, which, as told in late editions 
of yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, were 
returned against him bv the St. Louis 
grand jury in an investigation of al- 
leged falsification - expense ac- 
counts of two Deputy Beverage In- ' 
spectors ass! ed to St. Louis.” Da- 
ividson is chairman of the House 
| Committee on Life and Accident In- 
surance 

“T am glad the indictments were | 
returned at this time instead of wait- 
ing for a grand jury in March in-Jef- 
ferson City,’’ Davidson said. “I am 
nnocent and this will give me an Op- 
portunity to clear my name at once. 
[I am ready for trial right now, and 
have not the slightest doubt that I 
will be acquitted.”’ 

Davidson was arrested in his In- | 
surance office in the Arcade Build- | 
ing. soon after the indictments were 
voted, and was released an hour later

Two Main Witnesses. 
Davidson's indictment followed | | 
testimony by L. G. Adams of 4450A} 
Easton avenue and J. P. Reeds of: 
4201A Evans avenue, formerly Depu- 
ty Beverage Inspectors, who obtained 
their positions through Davidson’s 
influence. It is understood they re-| 
peated before the grand jury state-| 
ments they made more than a month | 
azo to Attorney-General] Barrett, and 
which were published in the Post- 
Dispatch at the time. 

Barrett said they told him that | 
through an understanding with Dav- 
fdson they did not personally file 
their expense accounts, but instead 
signed in blank the regular expense 
account form of the department and, 
turned it over to Davidson with a/ 
memorandum on another sheet of | 
paper of their actual expenses. Later, 
they said, they received from David- | 
son the amount on this memoran- || 
dum. | 

An inquiry by Barrett at the State 
Auditor's office revealed that the ex- 
pense accounts of Adams and Reeds 
/were cashed for much larger sums 
than they said they had expended 
and received back through Davidson. 

Said He Divided Salary. 

According to the Attorney-General, 
Reeds also said that he divided his 
$150 a month salary with Davidson, 
it being his understanding that Dav- 
fdson would use the $75 a month in 
promoting a referendum on Gov. 
Hyde’s bill to consolidate the Rever- 
age Department with several other 
State departments. 

They were employed in February 
and served until November. During 
much of this time Davidson was in 
Jefferson City attending sessions of 
the Legislature, and, according to 
statements by employes of the Bev- 
erage Department, obtained the 
money supposed to be due Adams 
and Reeds, State warrants under the 
law being made “‘to bearer.” They 
could be cashed by Davidson with- 
out indorsement. 


That there were irregularities in 
the expense accounts was brought 
to Barrett's attention by Adams ear- 
ly in November. He told Barret he 
was assigned to inspections at the 
State Fair at Sedalia, the only time 
he ever made a trip out of St. Louis 
for the department. He _ said he 
gave Davidson a memorandum show- 
ing his expenses for the month of 
October were $115.69. After a few : 
days, he said, Davidson ey 
back that State Auditor Hackm 
had refused to allow that peer 
and had insisted the account be cut 
to $50. 

Deputy Employed an Attorney. 

Adams said he agreed to the re- 
duction and recetved the $50 from 
Davidson, but was suspicious and 
employed an attorney to investigate 
the matter. The attorney found 
that Adams’ account for October had 
been audited and paid for a total of | 
$180.01. He complained to David- | | 
son, he said, and Davidson gave him ti 
an additional $65, making about the | 
amount of his memorandum of ex- || 
penses. | 

Following Adams’ statement, Aft- || 
torney-General Barrett conducted an 
investigation and obtained Réeds’ 
statement. The expense accounts of | | 
Adams and Reeds showed they had | | 
made frequent trips to many towns | 
in Missouri, and there were charges | 
for railroad fare, automobile hire || 
hotel bills and meals, though both | 
said they had not been out of St. | 
Louis except for the one trip by | |
